SUBJECT

This action is to adopt the Joint Resolution for the Negotiated Exchange of Property Tax Revenue
associated with the annexation of territory into the Greater Los Angeles County Vector Control
District.

IT 1S RECOMMENDED THAT THE BOARD:

Approve and adopt the Joint Resolution between the Board, the Greater Los Angeles County Vector
Control District, and other affected taxing entities, based on the negotiated exchange of property tax
revenue related to the proposed Annexation No. 2014-02 to the Greater Los Angeles County Vector
Control District.
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PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The governing bodies of the Greater Los Angeles County Vector Control District (District) and the
respective taxing entities including the City of La Cafiada Flintridge, County Sanitation District Nos.
16 and 28 of Los Angeles County, Foothill Municipal Water District, and La Cafiada Irrigation District,
have adopted the Joint Resolution based on the negotiated exchange of property tax revenue
related to the proposed annexation to the District.

In order for the Local Agency Formation Commission (LAFCO) for the Los Angeles County to
proceed with the required hearings on the proposed annexation, the Board, on behalf of the Los
Angeles County General Fund, Consolidated Fire Protection District, Road District No. 5, County
Public Library, County Lighting Maintenance District No. 1575, County Lighting Maintenance District
No. 1687, and Flood Control District, must also adopt the Joint Resolution.

The proposed annexation covers the entire current jurisdiction of the City of La Cafiada Flintridge.

The annexation to the District will allow the affected territory to obtain mosquito and vector control
services from the District.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

There is no base transfer of property taxes associated with this annexation. The adopted joint
resolution will allocate a share of the annual property tax increment in each of the affected Tax Rate
Areas from the County, and the other affected taxing entities to the District as indicated in the Joint
Resolution. The adjustment will be made in the fiscal year following the filing of the statement of
boundary change for Annexation No. 2014-02 with the California State Board of Equalization.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

Pursuant to Part 3, Division 3, Title 5 of the California Government Code, commencing with Section
56650, the District adopted a resolution and filed an application with LAFCO to initiate proceedings
for annexation of territories to the District.

Section 99 of the California Revenue and Taxation Code (R&T Code) requires that prior to the
scheduling of annexation proceedings at LAFCO, the governing bodies of all agencies whose
service area or service responsibilities will be altered by such change, must negotiate a reallocation
of property tax revenue between the affected agencies, and approve and accept such reallocation by
resolution. The District and the other taxing entities have adopted the negotiated Joint Resolution for
the subject annexation, as required by Section 99 of the R&T Code.

Adoption of the Joint Resolution by the Board will allow LAFCO to schedule the required public
hearings to consider testimony on the proposed annexation. LAFCO will subsequently take action to
approve, approve with changes, or disapprove the proposal for annexation.

The Joint Resolution has been approved as to form by County Counsel.

ENVIRONMENTAL DOCUMENTATION

The proposed project is not a project pursuant to the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA)
because it is an activity that is excluded from the definition of a project by Section 15378(b) of the
State CEQA Guidelines. This proposed action is the creation of a government funding mechanism, a
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fiscal activity which does not involve any commitment to any specific project which may result in a
potentially significant physical impact on the environment.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTYS)

No impact on current services.

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 99 of the Revenue and Taxation Code, for
specified jurisdictional changes, the governing bodies of affected agencies shall
negotiate and determine the amount of property tax revenue to be exchanged between
the affected agencies; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors of the County of Los Angeles, as the
governing body of the County, Consolidated Fire Protection District, Road District No. 5,
County Public Library, County Lighting Maintenance District No. 1575, County Lighting
Maintenance District No. 1687, and Flood Control District, and the governing bodies of
the Greater Los Angeles County Vector Control District; City of La Cafiada Flintridge;
County Sanitation District Nos. 16 and 28 of Los Angeles County; Foothill Municipal
Water District; and La Canada Irrigation District have determined the amount of property
tax revenue to be exchanged between their respective agencies as a result of the
Greater Los Angeles County Vector Control District (Annexation No. 2014-02) is as set
forth below:

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED as follows:

1. The negotiated exchange of property fax revenue between the Greater
Los Angeles County Vector Control District, County of Los Angeles, City of
La Cafada Flintridge, County Sanitation District Nos. 16 and 28 of Los Angeles County,
Foothill Municipal Water District, and La Cafiada [rrigation District resulting from
Annexation No. 2014-02 is approved and accepted.

2. For the fiscal year commencing in the year after the filing of the statement of
boundary change for Annexation No. 2014-02 with the Board of Equalization pursuant
to Government Code sections 54902 and 57204, and every fiscal year thereafter, the
following ratios of the annual property tax growth for the following Tax Rate Areas
(TRAs) shall be transferred to the Greater Los Angeles County Vector Control District
as a result of Annexation No. 2014-02 to the District. The other taxing entities
share of property taxes in the affected TRAs shall be adjusted as calculated by the
Auditor-Controller of Los Angeles County.
